Many of 
these feature Santa Claus, the real focus of my collection, but there 
are exceptions. 


My first piece is not is Slabaugh because it is a Dutch medal from 
1919. (He does have a few Canadian and foreign medals, but not 


many.) I was an exchange student living in Germany in 1968 
and I will never forget Christmas Eve when we gathered in our 
small living roon to light the candles on the tree. Image having 
an actual fir tree in your house filled with small buring candles! 
Some traditions are probably best left in the past. 


Kris Kringle is another name for Santa and the Kris Kringle 
medal is one of three different medals featuring the Santa and 
his sleigh obverse. 


The final piece here was not cataloged by Slabaugh, but it is 
a late 1800s piece with a traditional European walking Santa 
holding a Christmas tree.
